gun was seen on one of the rails. 
The entire charge entered 
Fuhr- 
mans right chest, tearing a hole near­ 
ly two inches across, and knocking 
the hunter backward off the fence. 
Fuhrman failed to make his ap­ 
pearance when evening came and the 
family became uneasy and instituted 
a search, which began at 6 o'clock and 
continued until after midnight. There 
were about fifteen in the party, but 
they failed to locate the missing man.

morning, 
search was renewed, and at 6 o’clock 
Mr. Brown, the dead man’s father- 
in-law, came upon the body in a field 
back of the barn, three hundred f«*et 
from the fence where the accident oc­ 
curred.

tion compel the town to build a com­ 
plete sewage treatment system, cost­ 
ing in the neighborhood of $91,000. 
This was learned this morning from 
members of the sewer committee of 
the borough council, as voters of Get­ 
tysburg are preparing to go to tho 
polls on Tuesday to decide if the com­ 
munity shall proceed with the borrow­ 
ing of $55,000 to build an amended 
sewage treatment plant, meeting with 
the approval of the State Department 
of Health. 
The State Department of Health 
through it* official spokesmen has ap­ 
proved, in principle, the plans drawn 
up for Gettysburg’s amended sewage 
treatment plant, which, it is estimat­ 
ed. will cost between $50,000 and $55,. 
OOO. 
State Would Intervene 
But, members of the sewer commit­ 
tee say, if the town votes down the 
bond issue* the State Department of 
Health will intervene at once and com­ 
pel the community to build a complete 
sewage treatment plant, costing close 
to $100,000, for which each property 
owner in town will be assessed direct­ 
ly, according to the valuation of his 
holdings. 
Sewer committee members said this 
morning there is an overwhehning In­ 
dication that the bond issue will pass. 
Passage of the $55,000 bond issue will 
mean very slight increases in taxes, 
not over a mill and one-half, they de­ 
clare, adding that civic pride of G«t-~ 
tysburg will be vindicated by a fa­ 
vorable vote. 
Damage Suits In Prospect
